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and credible witnesses, they claim, 
bave reported similar bappevinge iu 
every age. And, in spite of misreports 
aud exaggerations, they furtber claim 
that their stories are so in line with 
thelr own experiences as to make the 
belief entirely reasooable that there are 
grains of truth ip the bushels of chaff. 
For example, concerning the story of 
tbe resurrection of Jesus, few of them 
would belleve that the body which was 
crucified ever lived again. They would 
say that a spiritual reappearance is a 
more rational explanation than, on the 
ope haud, that the disciples tied, or, on 
the other, that the story sprang up out 
of nothing at all, Aud then they point 
to such well attested reports aa those of 
the extraordivary happeniugs in the 
house of the Wesleys in England, and 
in thatof Dr Paoelpa in Connecticut. 

In the second place, they resent the 
charge that they believe iu the super 
natural or tbe miraculous. They say 
that if these things occur at all, they 
are a part of the natural order; and that 
they are none the less so because the 
persous who are the agents and actors 
in them are iuvisible to ordinary hu

I bave always tried, then, first to see 
if I could tind avy faote. I have a bor- 
ror of being fooled. I have etudied 
sleight-of-hand, and tried to find out 
the limits aud possibilities of trickery. 
I bave, in all direciions, wanted the 
truth and only the truth. I hold that 
the ‘scientific method” js the only 
method uf knowledge, and that It can 
be applied successfully to anything that 
ig real, and with which we really come 
in contact. I may s#efe a thousand 
thinge; I may écdéeve that many things 
are probable; but I bave never claimed 
to know anything that could not be dem- 
onstrated as true. 

1p my investigations I bave ruthless 
ly set aside everything that has seemed 
to occnr where the cofdltions were such 

that I could not feel sure of my facte. 
And when I have had the surest grip 
ou a fact, in reasoning upon it I have 
rigidly tried to explain it in accordance 
with known laws and forces. It is only 
when all my knowledge of accepted 
theories and forces failed to belp me to 
a solution, that { have eet the fact aside 
until some wiser man could tell me 
whatit meant. A study like this, ex- 
tending over a period of at least a dozen 
years, bas left ne what I am to-day. I 
am in possession of quite a large body 
of apparent facts that Ido not know 
what to do witb. The generally-recog- 
nizad scientific order of the world has 
no place for them; I therefore bring 
them into the open air of the Forum to 
see if any one is wise enough to tell 
what they meau. Have they avy bear- 
ing on the vature and destiny of man? 
Do tuey reyuire for explanation the 
agency of invisible intelligences? Or, 
can they be referred to the working of 
embodied minds? 

That certain things to me inexplio- 
able have occurred, | belleve. The 
negative opiulou of some oue with 
whom wo such things have occurred, 
will pot satisfy me. Some of those 
who know the least about such matters 
will doubtless ivform me thst I have 
brea deluded, aud that my supposed 
facts are not fuctsat all. But so long 
as they do not know the care I have 
taken, bor the circumstances, and are 
iguorant of how many times I have re- 
peated the same experiment, thle pro- 
posed explanation will burdly satisfy 
we. Neither will Jt be quite enough to 
tell me bow a similar thiug may be 
done under other conditious. I know 
all this already, but tbls knowledge has 
no bearlog on my parilcular series of 
facts. 

After so much preliminary—none of 
which, under the circunstauces, seems 
to me uncalled for—I am ready to sub- 
mit some specimens of those things 
thal conatitute my problem.

It seems that 
men will have liquors to drink in d: fi- 
ance of law, aod a prohibitory law does 
not answer the purpose for which it 
was made, 

A dead law on the statute books is as 
damaging to the body politic as a dead 
limb to the health ofa tree, and noth 
ing is galued by multiplying dead letter 
laws. Lawado not execute themselves. 
There mu:zt bea public sentiment, not 
only to give birth to lawe, but to en 
force (heir execution. The prluciple of 
civil and religious liberty is to thor- 
oughly settled in the miuds of thls peo 
ple, that itis no easy matter to coerce 
or drive free American eltiz-ns. The 
temperance workers, for the most part, 
are never fully satisfied with exis'ing 
laws. but they are alwaya bringing io 
fluences to bear on legislative bodies to 
alter, revise or amend existing luws or 
enact otbers. This is their history. 
Excessive or unjust laws will not abide, 
AH our lawa guould be right and just 
aud reasonable—conelateunt with the 
spirit and purpose of our civil govern- 
me it, 

Tbe advocates of a moderate policy 
will do more toward the cause of tem- 
perance than any of the extremi-ts who 
ery out xgaloet tuem. The enthusiasts 
should rhow us a better ex uple bv be- 
ing more sober. minded aud less radical. 
Tue temperance cause to-day is evi- 
dently stronger sud more geueral In 
our land thuu it has been ut any other 
period in the luat balf ‘century. Tue 
moral, religious and spiritual forces 
move on fn mighty majesty, Brighter 
and better days are beawing from afar, 
and we have good ground to hope that 
not only temperance but alan righteous- 
hese, perce nud uoloo will finally pre- 
vall iu our laud.

Thus 
it is higher than that which we ordinarily 
know as intelligence or human reason. 


THE THREE PLANES, 

“There are three centers of evolution. 
The natural-generalive, whence forms are 
projected; the intermediate, or mental, 
whence spirito -material or composite 
thopghta are projected; and the purely 
spiritual or Celestial, whence are evolved 
the soul forces that give color and charac- 
ter to all the lower degrees. There is no 
mistaking the planes. As the sensibilities 
are centered, BO le the splritual status. 
Living from the sensuoua nature, we are 
in the midst of alarma and dangers and 
charnel-house corruptions; living from 
mind, as shadowed by the infringing ani- 
mal cunditions, uncertainties perplex and 
disappointments engloom unremittingly; 
and living from sou), or the Celestial Life, 
we are environed with securily and peace, 
and glorifv, as we control, all below." — 
World's Advance Thought. 


These are golden thoughts and may be 
applied to every department of life—Spir 
itualism being the highest expression 
thereof and therefore not excluded. In 
Spiritualism there are three states—the 
people, the mediums and the spirite, In 
mediumship there are a like number 
Sensitivenesa (psychometry), Inspiral 
{epirit control) and Intuition (soul illumi- 
nation). The first is the primitive step to 
mediumship and belonge to the physical 
or sensuous—though not necessarily cor- 
rupt. A temperate life leads to medium- 
ship proper and through which the vari- 
ous classes of phenomena have been given 
tothe world. Intemperance may destroy 
the gift later again or make the instrument 
useless in the hands of good spirits; but 
mediumship is primitively a spiritual‘z1- 
tion of the sensuous plane from which 
man ascended. The second is 2 medium 
state between the soul and the body, be- 
longing neither to the physical nor to the 
soul nature exclusively. Inspiration, or 
truth infu-ed into the mortal spirit by the 
aid of freed spirits, is the effect. That 
such truth is more or less mixed with error 
is quite natural; but as man needs no 
higher truth than he can comprehend, he 
is generally satiehed with what is given. 
Moral or spiritual unfoldment (spiritual 
purification) opens the soul to a higher 
comprehension of it. Higher truth is 
generally regarded as more truth or more 
light. The absclute belongs exclusively 
to the soul. Living from the soul is to 
love. Ab-olute truth is not contained in 
speech, It must be lived, acted, felt. We 
cannot eee it or cognize it with the exte- 
rior senses. It must be felt within. When 
a speaker says “do good” and you feel in- 
spired to follow his advice, he has spoken 
an absolute truth, for in speaking it, he 
meant it and is enacting it himself. Mere- 
ly uttering it without being good himself 
it cannot be felt. Thus it is but a relative 
truth, Love cannot be imitated. It must 
be real or itis naught. When love gov- 
erns the being soul illumination follows. 
This is the influx of spiritual truths from 
nature. It ie the aim of all human life.— 
it is happiness,
